Owen  county  is  a  large  producer  of 
tobacco,  and  what  is  true  of  Owen 
county  is  equally  true  of  any  other 
tobacco  producing  section.  To  show 
the  sentiment  on  the  tobacco  situa- 
tion, the  Owen  county  Democrat 
prints  what  follow  >: 

"On  account  of  the  failure  of  the 
poo]  which  was  caused  by  the  fail- 
ing to  get  into  the  pool  enough  of  the 
1!)0!)  crop  the  price  has  gone  too  low- 
to  encourage  production.  Already 
many  of  our  farmers  who  own  land 
have  expressed  a  determination  to 
cut  out  the  crop  and  many  will  raise 
it  only  to  cultivate  a  few  coiners  to 
clean  the  farm  and  to  give  themselves 
employment  during  (KM  times.  Malty 


of  the  farmers  in  our  county  have 
gotten  to  the  point  that  they  do  not 
have  to  raise  the  weed  as  they  are 
out  of  debt  and  will  put  their  farms 
in  grass  ;  nd  will  raise  what  they  eat 
and    live  easy. 

"The  buyers  who  promised  to  buy 
the  tobacco  in  Missouri  and  other 
States  are  failing  to  keep  their  prom- 
ise since  they  can  buy  the  crop  in 
Kentucky  so  low-  and  it  serves  their 
ptupeee  BO  much  bettor.  So  those 
who  have  built  farms  in  other.  State- 
and  engaged  in  the  business  of  grow- 
ing tobacco  will  quit  and  cut  out 
tobacco  growing  entirely.  The  Upper 
counties  canot  afford  to  quit  raising 
stock  and  grow  tobacco  at  the  pres- 
ent low  prices  and  the  tobacco  crop 
will  be  curtailed  in  the  blue  grass. 
Farmers  have  realized  that  it  does 
not  pay  to  tear  the  farms  up  and 
grow  tobacco  and  depend  upon  buy- 
ing everything  else. 

The  feed  for  man  and  bea.st  ship- 
ped into  this  country  each  year  for 
several  years  has  been  enormous  and 
this  added  to  the  cost  of  grass  seed 
and  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  soil 
has  done  much  to  teach  our  fairmers 
that  too  much  tobacco  does  not  pay, 
hence  more  attention  will  be  paid  to 
fine  stock  and  poultry  and  to  the 
raising  of  tilings  necessary  for  fam- 
ily consumption.  Therefore  we  are  led 
to  believe  that  Oven  county  will  raise 
less  tabaeeo  in  1911  than  it  has  for 
years."
